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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The added language to the claims does add new Issues because It implies a source. Mutual coupling occurs 
without both sources being activated (simultaneously). In other words, In order for coupling between coil sets to be defined, there needs to 
be only mutual coupling to be present. Since the coils are in proximity, mutual coupling is deemed to occur. The simultaneous active 
antenna groups implies much more than the conditions and structure previously considered. These limitations were neither considered nor 
addressed at the time of final Office action rejection. Therefore, the rejection stands. 
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
